ECONOMIC RECOVERY SETUP 


IS AGREED ON 


18-Nation U. N. Group, Including Russia, 
Accepts Assembly Plan- U. S. Place 
on Body Likely. 


By MAX HARRELSON 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.., March 
4 (AP)—The United Nations Eco- 
nomie and Social Council voted 
unanimously yesterday to set up 
machinery immediately to assist 
in the economic recovery of war- 
wrecked Europe. 

The vote came after a three- 
hour debate in which Soviet Rus- 
sia and Czechoslovakia withdrew 
the opposition they had expressed 
to the creation of such machinery 
when the issue came before the 
council last September. 

Specifically, the 18nation eco- 
nomic body agreed to accept a 
recommendation of the General 
Assembly that it create an eco- 
nomic commission for Europe to 
co-ordinate the efforts of the in- 
dividual countries in their strug- 
gle toward recovery. 

The council did not immediately 
define the functions and duties of 
the new commission but one of 
the points on which there ap- 
eared to be unanimity was that 
he commission would absorb the 
European Coal Organization, the 
Emergency Teonomie Committee 
and the European Central Inland 
Transport Organization. 


Place for United States Likely, 

It also appeared to be agreed 
that the United States would be 
given a place on the commission, 
which otherwise was expected to 
be made up of Epropean nations. 

The delegates “agreed that a 
similar commission should be cre- 
ated for Asia and the Orient but 
decided to postpone action on this 
until it received the recommenda- 
tions of a committee which has 
been studying this question for 
some months. 


The question of setting up a 
special commission to aid Fu- 
rope's recovery was proposed orig- 
inally by the United States, Great 
Britain and Poland, Russia ob- 
jected to the plan at that time 


on the ground that it envisaged 
a long-range program and did not 
provide for enough emergency as- 
sistance,

Earlier, Senator Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, told a reporter he thought 
revision of the Wagner Act— 
rather than new lawe—is the best 
way to achieve labor-management 
peace. He intends to introduce on 
Friday a bill calling for extensive 
changes in the act. 

Morse, a member of the Senate 
Labor Committee, said that among 
other things his bill would elimi- 
nate “abuse” of the closed shop; 
regulate industry-wide bargaining; 
set up procedures for settling 
jurisdictional disputes, and seek to 
prevent secondary boycotts. 

An Associated Press story yes- 
terday which said a House Labor 
Committee bill may include a bar 
on union membership for some 
columnists and radio commenta- 
tors erroneously stated this was 
in line with a suggestion by J. 
David Stern. 

Stern, who Den syspended 
and sold his Philadelphia Record 
and Camden (N. J.) Courier and 
Post, suggested to the committee 
Feb. 11 that Congress pass a law 
saying no newspaper or magazine 
editor or “creator of opinion” 
should be compelled to join a 
union.

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SKIPPER TELLS HOW 
OWN TORPEDO SANK 
U. S. SUBMARINE 


NEW YORK, March 4 (4p) — 
Details of the self-destruction of 
the submarine Tang, after it had 
sunk a record 110,000 tons of Japa- 
nese shipping in a single patrol in 
1944, were disclosed today by V. 
Adm. Charles A. Lockwood, Navy 
inspector general, before the Insti- 
tute of Radio Enginebtrs, 

The Tang was hit by its twenty- 
fourth and last torpede, which 
circled after being fired at night 
at a Japanese transport. The pa- 
trol record of its skipper, Comdr. 
Richard O’Kane of Durham, N. H., 
showed the torpedo’s freak action 
was observed its phosphores,; 
cent course. O’Kane gave the sig- 
nal for emergency full spee but 
the torpedo struck the Tang “with 
a violent explosion about 20 sec- 
onds after it was fired,” 

“The tops were blown off the 
after ballast tanks and the three 
after compartments flooded in- 
stantly,” ‘Kane's report said, 
The Tang sank so rapidly that 
there was insufficient time even 
to carry out the last order to close 
the hatch. ae 

“One consolation for those of us 
who were washed off the bridge 
into the water was the explosion 
of our twenty-third torpedo 
against the last target which im- 


mediately settled by the stern.” 

Seventy-eight crew members 
lost their lives. Nine others sur- 
vived, including O’Kane. They 
were captured by the Japanese 
and later released. 


CHIANG SETS UP NEW BODY 
TO DIRECT CHINA'S ECONOMY 


NANKING, March 4 (AP)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to- 
day abolished China’s Supreme 
Economic Council, replaced it 
with another, and told his cabinet 


that the nation’s economic life de- 
pends on the success of the Gov- 
ernment’s battle to surmount the 
growing financial and business 
crisis. 

It was his first official action 
since assuming the title of Pre- 
mier, Chiang becomes chairman 
of, the new National Economic 
Council. He is also President of 
the Chinese republic, head of its 
Defense Council, director of its 
governing political party; and 
chairman of its planning board. 

A Defense Ministry spokesman, 
meanwhile, claimed sweeping gov- 
ernment triumphs north of Chang- 
chun, Manchuria, He said Com- 
munist forces were in full re- 
treat,” with 20,000 “annihilated”

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
~—Hearings on the nomination of 

avid E. Lilienthal to head the 

tomic Energy Commission ended 
today. 

Acting Chairman Knowland 
(Rep.), California, of the Senate 
Atomic Committee said a commit- 
tee vote on confirmation of Lilien- 
thal and four other nominees is 
unlikély before tomorrow, how- 
ever. He said the committee 
would meet in closed session this 
afternoon with all five nominees. , 

The hearings ended after 2% 
minutes of questioning of Lilien- 
thal by Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
Tennessee, who repeated for the 
most part an examination he con- 
ducted previously in his opposition 
to confirmation of the former 
Tennessee Valley Authority di- 
rector. 

Lilienthal said in an interview 
that the nine-member committee 
has conducted the lengthy hear- 
ings with “great patience and 
fairness.” 

He added that “the important 
thing” after the Senate has con- 
firmed or rejected the nominees is 
that this commission or another 
commission, as promptly as pos- 
sible, go on with the work of keep- 
ing this country in the forefront 
of atomic development.“ 

Reporters asked McKellar tf h. 
thought Lilienthal would be con- 
firmed. 

“I hope he won't,” the 78-year- 
old Tennesseean said, but he de- 
clined to predict the outcome. One 
committee member predicted that 
no more than one vote wil? be cast 
against Lilienthal in the nine 
member group. 

Today's hearing was an anti- 
climax in comparison with heated 
sessions previously held over «a 
five-week period, 

Again Lillenthal was instructed 
not to answer a question by Me- 
Kellar if the reply endangered na- 
tional security. This came when 
McKellar asked how much money 
the Monsanto Chemical Co, of St. 
Louis is being paid by the Atomic 
Energy Commission, 

After Knowland had told him he 
need not reply, Lilienthal said 
Monsanto's contract was for very 
important work and that security 
did not permit its discussion in 
open hearing.

Argument of CIO Leader. 

For the CIO, Executive Secre- 
tary James A. Davis of the State 
CIO Council said information 
about a local union's financial 
condition enables employers to 
know how long to hold out in a 
dispute. This information, he said, 
enables management to force a 
local into a strike and sap its 
strength by delaying negotiations. 

“They want to break us finan- 
cially so we can’t operate,” he as- 
serted. . 

Davis said several labor rep- 
resentatives were present to an- 
swer questions of committee mem- 
bers on the operation of local 
unions. None of the legislators 
accepted the invitation. 

Other union speakers including 
John I. Rollings, executive secre- 
tary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union in St. Louis;

The four defeated nations may 
regard some of the treaty clauses 
as harsh, he said, but they will 
have the right to apply for United 
Nations membership, and, if they 
are admitted “it is possible that 
revision of some of the more on- 
erous clauses might be achieved.” 

Whatever faults the treaties 
may have, Byrnes said, “I believe 
the agreements reached are as 
good as we can hope to obtain at 
this time or for some time to 
come, I believe that it is much 
better for us and for the coun- 
tries concerned, if we ratify these 
agreements, than if we have no 
agreements. 

“The fact that agreements were 
possible evén in this limited field 
will create an element of stabil- 
ity. It disposes of one source of 
international argument and dis- 
cussion. It démonstrates that the 
nations that won the war can 
agree as to the peace and should 
make it easier for us to agree on 
the other treaties.” 

Vandenberg read into the Rec- 
ord objections to the Italian treaty 
by the Committee for a Just Peace 
for Italy, headed by New York's 


The organization objected to de- 
militarization of Italy while, it 
said, Yugoslavia remained “an 
armed camp“ and had “an aggres- 
sive regime.” 

The committee took up the 
peace treaties at a time when the 
Big Four powers are turning to 
the matter of treaties for Ger- 
many and Austria. This comes up 
at the Moscow conference next 
week which Marshal] will attend. 

Bidding Marshall godspeed on 
his trip, Vandenberg told the Secre- 
tary that he felt he spoke for the 
nation and for Congress “when I 
tell you, that our hearts, our 
hopes, our prayers are your ‘fellow 
travelers’ when you depart tomor- 
row upon your vital mission, so 
fraught with destiny.”

“T had to get up at 4 a.m. in 
order to report at the bus garage 
at 6:31,” he said. “The company 

ve me 10 minutes in which to 

ign for the run, get my transfers, 
passes and change, find the bus 
in the garage, check the fare box 
reading with the card left by the 
last operator, examine exterior 
and interior for evidence of un- 
reported damage, check the bus 
signs, check the tires and water 
and warm up the motor. : 

“I had one of the Natural Bridge 
avenue runs and a crowd was 
waiting when I arrived: If it hap- 
pened to be a Saturday, Sunday 
or Monday, every other man 
would hand me a $5 bill and ask 
for a 75-cent shopper’s pass for 
his wife, a $1.50 or $1.25 pass for 
himself and a pass or tokens for 
his children, 

“Operators are required to keep 
within a half minute of their 
schedules and are checked at vari- 
ous points along the run. Getting 
ahead of schedule or falling be- 
hind, if repeated, would result in 


a suspension without pay. 

“The worst feature of the traffic 
was the ‘road hog,’ the motorist 
who drives slowly in the lane near 
the curb. This forces the bus driv- 
er to pull out to go around him 
and then cut back in front of him 
to make a stpp. After this hap- 
pens several times, the ‘road hog’ 
decides we are a’ bunch of ‘smart 
alecs’ and then he makes it really 
tough for us by edging out further 
into traffic and speeding up slight- 
ly when we try to pass him, 


Men of Many Talents, 


“The bus driver meets the pub- 
lic as the company’s representa- 
tive and as such must be calm, 
courteous and efficient. He has 
to watch out for the disabled and 
the tipsy, stop fights and answer 
questions, and the questions range 
from how to mind the baby to the 
recipe for blackberry jelly. 
1 finished the first part of my 
run at 8:25 a.m. and from then 
until 1:06 p.m. I usually spent at 
home. I finished the second part 
of my run at 6:46 p.m., but it was 
usually about 8:30 before I got 
home, As a result of these hours 
I was practically a stranger to 
my little girl, who was asleep when 
I left in the morning, at school 
during midday and preparing for 
bed when I got home at night. 

A Busman’s Holiday, 
“My hours prevented any social 
life for my family. It was always 
too late to go anywhere in the 
evening, and when friends dropped 
in after supper and lingered until 
the usual 11 o’clock or midnight, 
I would have to remind them that 
I had to get up at 4 a.m. After 
that happened a few times they 
quit dropping in. And finally, 
after six days, my day off would

on President Truman 


BEVIN S 
BLUNDER 


(THE WASHINGTON POST) 


There will be many explanations of Mr. Bevin’s 
foolish performance in the House of Commons. 
The White House characterization of it as “most 
unfortunate and misleading” is restrained. For 
a year Mr. Bevin has been feeling so unwell as to 
arouse much speculation about his successor. The 
burdens of office, indeed, have proved onerous for 
a number of Mr. Attlee’s ministers. Mr. Bevin’s 
temper has suffered along with his condition. 
Ireland’s Muddle Repeated — 

Just as Ireland used to excite the irascibility of 
Tory ministers of a former day, so composure 
seems to desert Mr. Bevin on the mention of Pal- 
estine. He used to brag that he would stake his 
reputation on his success in finding a solution for 
Palestine. His failure has been due to a number 
of reasons. In the words of the London Econo- 
mist, he has been “dogged by those traditional 
strategic considerations which haunt the Foreign 
Office.” He has stubbornly refused to face the 
merits of a real plan of partition such as is advo- 
cated by, among others, the Colonial Secretary, 
Mr. Creech-Jones. And he has shown the same 
irresolution of which he was guilty during the 
negotiations over the loan from America. 


Bevin’s Delays Broke Faith 
It was Mr. Bevin who sought to put off the i issue 


of Palestine by suggesting the setting up of the 
Anglo-American Commission. The report of this 
commission, published last April, was unani- 
mous. It called for immediate entry of 100, 000 
homeless Jews from Europe. Thereupon Presi- 
dent Truman issued a statement backing the con- 


clusion, but the British balked, and the delay and 


unsurenéss served to goad Arab opposition. To 
read Mr. Bevin’s speech, one would imagine that 
Mr. Truman only got around to a comment on 
immigration last October 4. The fact is, as yes- 
terday’s White House statement makes clear, that 
as far back as August 31, 1945, Mr. Truman had 
urged that the doors of Palestine be thrown open, 
the occasion being a report brought back from 
Germany by Earl G. Harrison, former Commis- 
sioner of Immigration. To be sure, the October 4 
statement smacked of electioneering. This The 
Post itself asserted in commenting on the Presi- 
dent’s statement, but, in fact, Mr. Truman was 
merely restating a position he had expressed 
on two previous occasions. That the statement 
“spoiled” Mr. Bevin's Palestine negotiations is 
absurd. There could have been no negotiations 
worthy of the word if Mr. Bevin was trying to 
duck the issue over immigration. 
Bevin's Disguise Transparent 
The conclusion is inescapable that Mr. Bevin 
is trying to disguise his failure by making him- 
self a martyr. But he cannot exculpate himself 
by such a transparent device. Nor will he main- 


tain himself in the good graces of his party, we 


venture to say, by his irresponsible effort to pass 


the buck to President Truman, Of late he has 


been accused by the left-wingers in the Labor 
majority of being in the American pocket. His 

speech may seem to him a demonstration of his 
independence. But the left-wingers are not likely 


to be more than momentarily impressed. They 


will recall the platform of their own party. 


Blot on British Record 

Plainly and unmistakably the Labor Party 
before it came to power opposed the 1939 White 
Paper curtailment of Jewish immigration into 
the Holy Land as a betrayal of the Jews and a 
truckling to the Arabs. As Mr. Morrison declared 
the White Paper was “a cynical breach of 
pledges.” As soon as Labor assumed office, the 
Laborites declared, they would expunge the 
“blot” from the British record. Yet Mr. Bevin 


belligerently declares that the White Paper will 


continue to govern Britain’s policy in Palestine. 
Thus the impairment of the good faith of the 
Labor Party must be of far more consequence to 
the Labor left-wingers than the demonstration of 


Bevin’s independence of America. 
Attack on President Truman Unmerited 
A more blundering speech could not be im- 


agined. It has left Mr. Bevin in a pretty pickle 
with everybody but those followers of the Grand 
Mufti who did all they could in Britain’s gravest 
peril to bring about her defeat.

More than 900,000 veterans have 
dropped out of the G.I. job-train- 
ing and educational program, the 
Veterans’ Administration disclosed 


School overcrowding and newly- 
imposed college enrollment ceil- 
ings are among the reasons. 

“Over one-fourth of all the vet- 
@ranms who have entered education 
or training since the inception of 
the programs had temporarily or 
permanently withdrawn by the end 
of January,” a VA official told a 


reporter. 

“Two-thirds of the withdrawals 
were from school courses, Job- 
training withdrawals were on a 
Smaller scale.” 

Of 2,433,443 veterans still in the 

at the end of January, 
1,712,933 were in educational insti- 
tutions, and 720,510 on job-train- 
ing projects. 

“There are indications that some 
institutions are raising their aca- 
demic standards in order to re- 
lieve the pressure created by the 
large veteran enrollment,” the VA 
official said. 

“Crowded living conditions and 

e training facilities have 
forced some colleges and universi- 
ties to place ceilings on the num- 
ber of students who will be al- 
lowed to enter. 

“If these and similar programs 
are adopted by institutions 
throughout the country, some vet- 
erans presently enrolled in schools 
may be forced to quit, and those 
anxious to enter training may face 
serious difficulties in gaining ad- 
mittance.”

In some quarters the Alliance of 
Dunkerque was viewed as a pre-

The peoples of both nations 
hailed the’ selection of war- 
smashed Dunkerque, where French 
marines fought beside British sol- 
diers to hold back the Germans 
while 300,000 Britons were evacu- 
ated in June, 1940, as the scene of 
the signing. British and French 
flags fluttered over war-devastat- 
ed Dunkerque, mingling with the 
blue and white striped flags of the 
city itself. 
Infantry’ troops, Republican 
guards, and bands formed lanes 
behind which more than 5000 per- 
sons jammed to watch the official 
delegations proceed to the tiny 
room at the bomb-damaged sub 
prefecture where the treaty was 
signed.

The bills would nationalize 
railroads, trucks and busses and 
set up strict government control 
of town and country planning, in- 
cluding limitation of land sale 
profits. 

The move to speed up the na- 
tionalization program was gener- 
ally regarded as the Government's 
answer to Conservative leaders 
who had called for suspension of 
new governmental control legisla- 
tion during the nation’s economic 
crisis, aggravated by the coal 
shortage. 


The Conservative faction was 
led by Winston Churchill who de- 
clared that the Government was 
planning the “strangulation of 
parliamentary debate in forcing 
ill-considered legislation.” 


“The liberties and free life of 
Britain are in great danger,” 
Churchill shouted over jeers from 
the labor benches. 


Greenwood acknowledged that 
the curtailment of committee 
hearings was “a new experiment,” 
but said that the Government 
“must.and will carry out the pro- 
gram to which we are pledged,”

N the past week, the optimistic foundation of American world 
policy has quite literally been shattered by a series of hammer- 
President Truman has yet to decide what to do about it. 


Currently, he is understood to be considering three broad alternatives, 


each advocated by certain of his advisers. 


Alternative One is to ask Con- 
gress for help in building a whole 
new and permanent foundation 
under our world policy. 

This would require generous 
grants of authority and financing 
on the scale of several billions of 
dollars. 

Alternative Two is to ask for a 
limited, temporary but honest re- 
pair job. 

This would still require a lot of 
authority and much money. 

Alternative Three is to propose 
inserting an inadequate prop or 
two at the points where the struc- 
ture is in actual danger of instant 
collapse. 

This would be relatively cheap. 

Adoption of either of the first 
two alternatives will undoubtedly 
result in a struggle between the 
President and Congress. This 
struggle would probably be so far- 
reaching in its effects as to alter 
the Presidential-Congressional re- 
lationship for good and all. 

Adoption of the third alternative 
will perhaps avoid the struggle, 
but will result in no genuine im- 
provement of the appalling aspect 
of world affairs. 

It is a grim choice, but events 
have forced it upon the President, 


Crisis in Greece, China. 


First the Greek situation began 
to deteriorate. The rising Greek 
crisis imposed demands which the 
British government lacked the re- 
sources to meet. The security of 
Turkey depends upon Greece, thus 
London notified Washington that 
British economic support would be 
withdrawn from both Greece and 
Turkey. 


Then former President Herbert 
Hoover brought home from Ger- 
many a horrifying report of con- 
ditions there. 

Finally in China Premier T. V. 
Soong resigned, leaving the Na- 
tional Government much weak- 
ened and in obvious need of ur- 
gent assistance to prevent its ulti- 
mate collapse. 


The Greek crisis is only part of 
a world crisis, caused everywhere 
by the same poverty and economic 
insecurity, which result in the 
Same political instability. 

There is only one means of al- 
laying this world crisis, either 
locally or generally. That is to 


finance the measures of relief and 
reconstruction which wil put an 


end to poverty and insecurity. 
Such is the principle on which ate 
based all three alternative courses 
of attion now being examined by 
the President. The question is 
what to do, but how much 

to do. 

Differences in Alternatives. 

Very roughly speaking, the dif- 
ferences between the three alter- 
natives are as follows: 


Under Alternative One, author- 
ity would be concentrated some- 
where in the Administration to 
undertake the task of econamic 
réconstruction in the many and 
widely separated areas where 
American interests are involved. 
Estimates of the cost have varied 
from five billions to 10 billions. 
with the higher figure considered 
the more conservative (although 
even this would be a trivial sum 
to spend on reasonably dependable 
political security): At any rate, 
large-scale financing would be de- 
manded. 

And having thus demonstrated 
this country’s willingness to beara 
fairer share of world responsibil- 
ity, the President would also re- 
quest the British and other West- 
ern ‘nations to continue to join m 
the great effort. 


For example, the British might 
be requested to maintain a re- 
duced force of tioops in Greece 
for a reasonable period while we 
met the costs of long range Greek 
reconstruction on the plan of Paul 
Porter’s reported from Athens. 

The second, more limited alter- 
native is represented by a broad 
program for shoring up the situ- 
ation in the Middle East, with 
special emphasis on Greece and 
Turkey. The State Department’s 
economic section presented such 
* program to Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall last week, 
after the British intentions in the 
Middle East had become known. 
It would cost somewhere between 
one billion and $1,500,000,000. 

As for the third alternative, it 
is purely local action, perhaps con- 
fined to Greece alone. It would 
cost comparatively little, and prob- 
ably achieve less.

Much Snow in City. 

Hundreds of workers are strug- 
gling more energetically than ever 
trying to clear the city of snow, 
but it is a difficult job, because 
so much has fallen lately.

The Decision in Greece 
It is to the United States's self-interest, almost 
as much as it is to Britain’s, to gvert chaos, and 


the Communism of despair, in Greece. 


If Greece went Communist, the Soviet Union 


would have outflanked the Dardanelles. It 


would have cut off our lines of communications 
to the Saudi Arabian oil fields, without which 
it is doubtful that we could fight another great 
It would have lent tremendous—perhaps 
decisive—force to the efforts of Communism to 
dominate Turkey, Iran, Egypt, Palestine, India, 
Burma, China, France and Czechoslovakia. 
The Western Hemisphere would be isolated, 


, economically and politically, in a world largely 


Communist. Moscow could determine to a large 
extent how much we could trade with the rest 
of the world, and on what terms. It could de- 
—— to a large extent what raw materials 
necessary to our prosperity and national defense 
we. should have access to, and in what nen 
and at what times. 

Suddenly, the undeclared diplomatic war 
which Russia and the Western powers are fight- 
ing has come to a head in Greece. More discon- 
certing still, the coal shortage and the commer- 
cial troubles of which ‘it is a part have virtually 
knocked Britain out of the active opposition to 


Russia's encroachments on the Middle East. The 


United States, which for several generations 
now has hidden behind John Bull’s 
matters of foreign policy, is at the forefront, 
and alone. 

The hour finds us, in the sense of interna- 
tional politics, still in our adolescence. We have 
not grown up, because we have not felt that we 
had to. We have cherished the illusion that 
England, mature in these matters, would always 
be there, to make the policies, back them up 
with administrators, armies and navies, and, in 
normal times, pay the check. Our role would 


be to help England” and under extraordinary | 


circumstances to pay some of the bill. esa 

Now we have got to do something for our- 
selves on our own account, or it will not be done, 
and we have little time in which to make up our 
national mind. 

Greece is on the verge of hopelessness. Its 
economy is in ruins; its Government is incompe- 
tent and venal, and it is ynder attack from with- 
out by Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania, from 
within by the Communist-controlled EAM—all 
with the support of Moscow. The Maximos Gov- 
ernment has been holding up the drachma by 
expending its stock of prewar gold sovereigns, 
which is nearly exhausted. All observers agree 
that unless drastic remedies are taken, worthless 
Greek currency will litter the streets as it did 
in 1944, 

First in point of time, then, Greece requires 
financial support to steady its currency. But 
the support will be useful only if the time which 
it purchases is used to bring about permanent 
improvements. 

Once the drachma is temporarily stabilized, 
the next step is political reconstruction. Greek 
transport is so bad that in many cases trips be- 
tween neighboring towns can be made only by 
air—but it’s no use building bridges merely to 
have them dynamited by political saboteurs. The 
conditions that make political saboteurs possible 
must be corrected. 

The incompetence and graft that hamstring 
Athens must be eliminated. It should be made 
evident to the Greek people that their Govern- 
ment is going to be capable of reconstructing 
the country. 

There must be a plan as austere and as defi- 
nite as Jean Monnet's plan for France—limiting 

to necessities, controlling imports 
and channeling them into the most productive 

s, stimulating exports of olive oil, minerals 
and soap, rehabilitating transport, modernizing 
farming and fishing. The British have proposed 
that the United States make 50 more Liberty 
ships available to Greece. With-idle tonnage 
rusting at anchor, how could there be any argu- 
ment about it? 

At the same time as Greece’ s Government 
and domestic economy are being made secure, 
the country’s borders should be made secure. 
Yugoslavia’s claims to Macedonia, including its 


chief seaport, Salonika, and Bulgaria’s claims to 


western Thrace—which would make it impos- 
sible for Greece to exist as an independent na- 
tion—should be met with a No, sufficiently em- 
phatic to persuade Moscow, that further nibbling 
,at Greek autonomy is hopeless. : 

It adds up to a nasty job, which has nothing 
to recommend it except that the alternative is 
nastier. If it is worth the United States's doing, 
it is‘-worth doing with United States policies and 
United States administrators. If we don't Uke 
the Glucksberg dynasty, supported by Tory and 
now by Labor policy—and we don’t—the only 
way of criticizing that is worth its salt at this 
stage is to Jump in and do ourselves the kind of 
Job we can approve. 

Elmer Davis has said that no nation ever went 
Communist of its own free choice. If Greece is 
to have a free choice, it looks as if it were going 


to be up to the United States.

President Truman’s request to Congress to 

end Selective Service does not suggest that the 
United States can rely henceforth on a volun- 
teer defense, The regular armed forces will be 
volunteer services, but behind them there must 
be a reservoir of trained manpower. That means 
universal military training. . 
The President is expected to send a training 
bill to Congress in about three months. The 
measure will face opposition on the grounds ex- 
pressed by Senator Johnson of Colorado, who 
contends that compulsory training is a “horse- 
and-buggy concept” in an age of atomic bombs. 
That argument likely will be used as a guise for 
the real objection, which is to compulsion. 

But the atom bomb did not make armies un- 
necessary. As military men know, it erased the 
possibility of a breathing spell in which the 
country could produce a fighting force. It added 
to the requirement for instantaneous defense. 


It increased the need for trained men, These 


must be ready, not only for the Army and Ne- 
tional Guard, but for immediate defense of the 
civil population. 
Compulsion, however distasteful to Americans, 
is the price of security, The cost already has 
been reduced somewhat, for the War Department 
says young trainees will not be subject to mill-

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Higher Property Taxes? 
Undoubtedly Mayor Kaufmann had bad mo- 
ments before asking the Citizens’ Tax Commis- 
sion to consider increasing real estate taxes 10 
or 20 per cent. The commission had set aside 
the property tax for a final resort. The Mayor 
and the commission alike have reason to fear 


— 


that a permanently higher property levy would 


speed the migration of businesses and house- 
holders to lower-tax areas outside the city. 

Now, however, the Mayor reports a prospec- 
tive $7,000,000 deficit if the city loses both the 
earnings tax and the bridge tolls. The Legisla- 
ture could bring a solution within reach by en- 
acting the bill to turn the state’s whole income- 
tax power over to local governments, but we can- 
not afford to count that chicken. Nor would the 
commission’s other tax expedients close the gap, 
even though they would somewhat narrow it. 
Hence the Mayor is justified in proposing that 
this very distasteful expedient be at least con- 
sidered. 


There is nothing wrong with higher adits, 


taxes as a matter of justice. The same infla- 
tionary movements which have sent realty values 
soaring are at the root of the city’s plight, so it 
‘would be reasonable for the city to collect a 
share from the owners. While residential rents 
remain fixed, increased taxes would put ay in- 
creased hardship on landlords—but, in one way 
or another, rents are surely going higher goon. 

With the very strong proviso that it be strict- 
ly temporary, a higher property tax could cause 
only negligible decentralization. Occupants are 
not going to move out of the city’s higher-taxed 
buildings and tent in the open fields while wait- 
ing for someone to put up buildings there. An 

‘ordinance limited on the face to one year would 
assure residents that the city is not abandoning 
its long-run policy of relying progressively less 
on property taxes. 

We strongly hope that something better will 
turn up before such an expedient becomes nec- 
essary. Mayor Kaufmann will be condemned 
for not waiting to see. But he would not be do- 
ing his duty if he played Micawber, and the peo- 
ple would not serve their own interests if they 
asked him to.

The House 
has voted to slash OPA’s current budget so deep- 
ly that major enforcement efforts must cease al- 
most immediately; Last week the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee gave OPA only something 
like $5,000,000 for its activities during the next 
four mon a proviso abolishing OPA on 
June 30, Other committees meanwhile consider 
rent control in a liberalized form for another 
six months or year.

‘should continue an additional year. If it is to 


be abolished, it should We by an honest vote on 
the issue itself and not by the underhanded 
starvation, for funds. And certainly it should not, 
under any circumstances, be starved out before 
June 30, because state and local rent measures 
are being leisurely developed with that date in 
mind, To curtail OPA enforcement now would 
only leave many communities with an interval 
of no effective protection—which, as we saw very 
vividly in the few days when OPA was suspended 
last summer, means a wave of extortionate de- 
mands and wholesale evictions. That, in turn,

The Army Grasps for the Atom

Attack on Atomic Energy Act underlies tow over Lilienthal ap- 
pointment, writer says; military men refused to accept civilian con- 
trol over nuclear energy; sees confusion as result of needless fears; 
warns America to keep scientific process free as bulwark of security.

The shameful treatment of David Lilien- 
thal by Senator Kenneth McKellar, Capital 
Hill’s lowliest inquisionist, has done more 
than drag the name of a fine public serv- 
ant through the sewers of insinuation: it 
has obscured the renaissance of an issue 
most of us believed dead—military vs. 
civilian control of atomic energy. 

For many weeks, last year, this question 
was debated in Congress and throughout 
the country. Lengthy hearings were held 
by the McMahon Committee. Finally, 
towards the close of the session, the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 was passed, and Wash- 
ington drew a breath of relief, 

The provisions of the act should be famil- 
‘far: It provides for control of atomic en- 
ergy by a commission of five civilians, and 
it safeguards—in precise detail—the impor- 
tant prerogatives of the military. As chair- 
man of the commission, President Truman 
chose David E. Lilienthal,

Meanwhile the armed forces were prepar- 
ing to accept their new role, as outlined in 
the Atomic Energy Act, The Secretaries of 
War and Navy named a Military Liaison 
Committee to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Relations with Lilienthal and his fel- 
low commissioners were, as Gen. Brereton 


told me, “cordial to the point of intimacy.” 


Thus, it came as a surprise to many when 
the hearings on Lillenthal's qualifications 
developed into an attack, not just on the 
chairman of the new commission, but on 
the whole program of civilian control of 
atomic energy. There was a queer coinci- 
dence of events, damaging in total effect: 

(1) Lilienthal was charged, by members 
of the Senate Committee on Atomic Energy, 
of neglecting to take account of the armed 
torces’ primary interest in nuclear fission. 


(2) An anonymous “high official” of the 
War Department tipped off a United Press 
correspondent that the War Department 
was unhappy about its treatment. Within 
a matter of hours, Secretary Patterson, ve- 
hemently denying that his department held 
that view, re-emphasized his support of ci- 
villan control of atomic energy. But the 
damage was done. 

(3) Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, who was 
then in Florida, and whose name had been 
appearing on the sports pages in connec- 
tion with his possible appointment as czar 
of a professional football league, was sud- 
vnc named to the Military Liaison Com- 
mittee. 


A Bolt From the Blue 


Groves’s return to the atomic arena, nor- 
mally, would have evoked screams of pro- 
test from those who fought military con- 
trol of atomic energy. But groups like the 
Federation of Atomic Scientists were caught 
unawares, Lilienthal and his colleagues were 
similarly surprised, and it is doubtful that 
this was a welcome bolt from the blue. 


Unfortunately, the, dissatisfaction and 


‘deep-seated concern of many leading sei- 


entists, and, we may assume, of the civilian 
commission itself, remains subsurface. The 
counter-attack of those favoring military 
control, aided no little by Bernard Baruch 
(who, to me, does not look his best when 
photographed grinning broadly and pump- 
ing the paw of Senator McKellar), found 
Lilienthal and his associates too harassed 
to do more than register shock. 


Now why this fight for military influence 
in atomic energy affairs? Why does Baruch 
express public regret that.a certain General 
was not named manager of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission? Why do numerous mem- 
bers of Congress call Lilienthal to task for 
not leaning so far toward the military in 
his administration of that act as virtually 
to place himself and his colleagues in the 
brass hats’ lap? The answers may be had 
in one word: fear. 


Four Kinds of Fears 


Fear that civilians can't keep secrets; 
fear that civilians will keep secrets—from 
the generals and admirals; fear of public 
ownership of atomic power (to which Con- 
gress subscribed, albeit reluctantly, when it 
passed the pertinent legislation); finally, 
there is the Great Fear—fear of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 


There are completely reasonable and re- 


assuring answers to all these fears. The 


first is easy: It was a body of civilians, 
principally, that developed the A-bomb, and 
they certainly kept the secret. The most 
damaging breach of atomic energy security 
was release of the now-famous Smythe Re- 


‘port—and that action was taken by no less 


a personage than Gen, Groves. 


The second is ridiculous, and is quickly 
dismissed by Gen. Brereton and his com- 
mittee. Why should any civilian commis- 
sion withhold information from the mili- 
tary? The shoe is more likely to be on 
the other foot. 

The third fear—public ownership of a 
huge power enterprise—undoubtedly strikes 
a responsive phobie chord in many legisla- 
tors; but even these persons must soon see, 
as did the Seventy-ninth Congress, that 
atomic power can't be handled like 110- 
volt electric current. 


Secrets for So Long 


We come, then, to fear of Russia, and the 
possibility of atomic development within the 
U.S. S. R. The answer to this fear is that 
we must approach the atomic problem in 
positive terms, not through over-emphasis 
of secret-keeping. 

Make no mistake: we must keep these 
secrets so long as the world situation di 
tates our doing so—and, currently, it does, 
But the welfare of the United States also 
requires that we give respectful audience 
to the geniuses who unleashed atomic en- 
ergy, whose considered opinion it is that 
our present monopoly is ephemeral. 


Our welfare and security further require 
that, while taking full and reasonable steps 
to safeguard our leadership, we also take 
special care not to stifle the scientific 


. process—in itself a major bulwark of na- 


tional security—and thus actually lose what 
we seek to preserve.

Terror in Poland 


THE DARK SIDE OF THE MOON. (Charles Scrib- 
ner's Sons, New York.) 

In his preface to this anonymous book 
about Poland, T. . Eliot writes that the 
problem now confronting world congrésses 
extends beyond mere political and eco- 
nomic considerations which, he believes, 
are based on the false assumptions that all 
nations have similar mora] principles and 
ideals, and mutual respect for divergent 
habits, customs and beliefs. 

The survival of whole patterns of life are 
at stake, he thinks, in our world in which 
military might has become ever increas- 
ingly the measurement of international in- 
fluence, This book tells some of the 
methods employed systematically to de 
stroy one culture and impose another, 

No decent American can view the be- 
trayal of Poland without grave misgivings. 
The war in Europe allegedly began because 
Great Britain and France, supported in 
principle by the United States, sought te 
preserve the territorial integrity and politi- 
cal independence of Poland. When the 
war ended, both of these tenets of freedom 
had disappeared—Nazi blood purges had 
given wgy to Soviet terrorism, and the Re 
public of Poland, together with the Atlan 
tic Charter went into discard.

Russian duplicity in Eastern Europe be- 
came apparent in 1939 when the Kremlin 
joined the Axis in the partition of Poland. 
It was continued through 1943 with the re- 
fusal of the Russian Government (this time 
on the side of the Allies) to approve the 
use of 90,000 Polish troops, mobilized on 
Russian soil, in the war against Germany. 
Many of these men were absorbed into the 
Soviet armies; few have been repatriated. 
Again in 1945, Jan Jankowski and other 
high ranking Polish liberals were executed 
by order of the Moscow Government after 
. granted “safe conduct” to the cap- 
These events took place despite strong 
protests from the American and British 
governments. They; and others of equally 
vicious nature, are facts of public record, 
and the author does not elaborate them. 
She merely re-states the case against Rus- 
sia. (The ideal of “free and unfettered elec- 
tions” in Poland, it can now be added, has 
become a hollow canard.)

A great proportion of this book consists 
of direct quotations (the author is alleged 
to have had access to the priyate 3 
of the late General Sikorski) fyom the 
signed statements of victims of Soviet poli- 
cles in Poland, These reports are unvary- 
ing tales of starvation, demoralization, 
forced labor and terrorization rivaling 
Dachau and Buchenwald in indescribable 
horror, violence and shame—they contain 
the stuff of which propaganda is made. 

Although it is impossible to verify the 
specific details revealed in these accounts 
of human suffering, it is impossible, as 
well, to refute them. Nations, like individu- 
als, who live in suspicion and fear can ex- 
pect neither respect nor support for their - 


motives.

Ssoreover, by explaining that the 
British Government had “agreed 
that we could not enforce the 
White Paper as the basis for our 
policy,” Mr. Bevin tried to hide 
that enforcing the White Paper is 
precisely what the British in Pal- 
estine are still doing. 

Mr. Bevin is doubtless 
aware that if the question comes 
before the U. N. Assenibjy, Britain 
is going speedily to fin itself no 
longer among the lawyers but on 
the bench of the accused. What 
the British delegation is going to 
hear about breaking its pledges 
will be plenty. Legally, Britain 
nas not even a wooden leg to 
stand on. 

Britain in Minority. 
Even with the backing of the 
eight Moslem states and the Do- 
minions, the British are unlikely 
to secure a majority on any solu- 
tion that will not insist that Brit- 
ish troops clear out of Palestine. 
Most students believe that the 
military evacuation of Palestine 
is the last thing Britain wants. 
Under Articles 10 or 14 of the 
Charter, the Assembly can discuss 
anything it chooses and make any 
recommendations it likes. It can- 
not, however, insist on their being 


which would seem to prevent any 
recommendation that failed to car- 
ry out the Balfour Declaration in 
full—which Britain will not do. 

There remains therefore the aim 
of blackmailing the United States 
into co-operating in enforcing a 
decision. The British would like 
to see Mr. Truman offer to help 
enforce a decision before the U.N. 
meets to discuss the Palestine 
problem. This seems the reason 
why they are talking of invoking 
Article 106 of the U.N. Charter. 

This provides that, pending the 
setting up of an international 
force at the disposal of the Se 
curity Council, the five big powers 
shall “consult with one another 
and as occasion arises with other 
members of the United Nations 
with a view to such joint action 
on behalf of the organization as 
may be necessary for the purpose 
of maintaining international peace 
and security.” | 

In other words, once the As- 
sembly made a recommendation 
for a settlement, the big five 
could meet and decide to suppress 
by joint force any local resistance. 


Russia Also Needed. 


Any such procedure would in- 
volve co-operation not only by 
British*and American, French and 
Chinese forces, but by Soviet 
forces as well. London would 
certainly look upon the presence 
of Russian and perhaps French 
forces in Palestine with a very 
jaundiced eye. London believes 
that Washington would be equally 
displeased. | 

Therefore the implied British 
threat: 


“Either you agree to provide 
forces outside the U.N. along with 
ours to make the Jews and Arabs 
accept whatever Palestinian solu- 
tion we agree upon, or you quit 
interfering with our efforts. to 
solve the problem alone—or we 
shall invoke a solution that ma 
bring Russians to the Mediter- 
ranean and French troops back 
into the Levant. How about it, 
President Truman?” : 


It is too early to predict the 
outcome. Secretary Marshall's 
prompt acceptance of the British 
proposal to bring es Palestine 
problem before the U.N. . would 
seem to show that Washington 
does not shrink from a decision. 


After all, the U.N. Assembly can 


only recommend, it cannot act. 
The American people would prefer 
to see some American forces used 
in enforcing a U.N, decision rather

UNEXCITING DRAMA 


Ashounts to Character Sketch 
of Justice Holmes; Calhern 
Performance Good. 


By MYLES STANDISH 

Every now and then a play or 
a movie will come along which, 
because it depicts the life of a 
great figure, 
some solemnity, if not awe, by the 
public, The fact that it may be a 
shade tedious, if not downright 
dull, as in the case of the movie, 
“Wilson,” is overlooked or care- 
fully avoided as lese-majeste. The 
entertainment industry looks upon 
these efforts with approval. As in 
the case’ of the George Arliss 
movie box-office flops, they give 
the business dignity and class, 
atoning, out Hollywood way, for 
such rowdies as Abbott and Cos- 
tello, and on the stage, for trans- 
gressions such as Mae West and 
“Mary Had a Little—.” 
More or less in this class of the- 
atrical window dressing falls “The 
Magnificent Yankee,” the Arthur 
Hopkins production which opened 
a week’s run at the American The- 
ater last night. In this case the 
great man is Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, played by Louis Cal- 
hern, We wouldn’t say it doesnt 
have, entertainment value — the 
workmanlike performances 
of Calhern, and Sylvia Field as 
Fannie Dixwell Holmes, some 
humor, and the natural sympathy 
aroused by its human interest 
touches provide that, But it cer- 
tainly isn’t exciting—either intel- 
lectually or dramatically. 
The seven scenes depicting 
Holmes during his three decades 
on the Supreme Court, from Theo- 


elt, are completely devoid 
of dramatic conflict. They amount 
to a series of character. sketches, 
with emphasis on humanizing 
Holmes. There are no flashes of 
the noble fire of the great dis- 
sénter, no insight into one of the 
powerful intellects of this century. 
Even though some may have been 
culled from a biography, the 
things given Holmes to say usually 
are rather uninspired, sometimes 
even trite. 

There are some passing refer- 
ences to the Sherman anti-trust 
law dissent, the Abrams and Ro- 
sika Schwimmer cases, and the 
trouble over the Brandeis ap- 
pointment. But they are served 
up in light doses, easy to swallow, 
and guaranteed not to make the 
audience think too hard. 


* — 
Most of the seript is devoted to 
proving that Holmes was no 
stufted shirt. He's always telling 
his secretaries to get the hell out 
of the library, it’s too wonderful a 
day to work. He cusses a little, 
takes a glass of wine now and 
then, enjoys a bit of literature a 
little racier than Blackstone. He 
has an eye for a pretty girl, and 
is quite coy about it, too. He pos- 
sesses a sense of humor, even 
about social causes. He loves his 


house, and is a bigger help to him 
in tossing off a decision than the 
world knows. All of this is proved 
well enough in the first act. But 
having made a good point, Author 
Emmet Lavery keeps at it until 
the final curtain. About all that is 
added in the final two acts is to 
show the couple grew old together 
gracefully, and that Calhern and 
Miss Field have the usual jour- 
neyman Thespian skill at makeup 
to show advancing years. 

What it boils down to is an act- 
ing show for Calhern and Miss 
Field. They get quite a bit out of 
the script, much more than is in 
it. Calhern is a past master of all 
the tricks and devices of his pro- 
fession, And that is one of the 
defects of a play of this sort. One 
is conscious of watching a clever 
actor perform, not engrossed in 
the character itself. We thought 
he went just a little overboard on 
his emphasis on physical frailty 
in the last scene, showing Holmes 
at 92. It seems to us such things 
should be studiously underplayed. 
In this instance, he reminded one 
irreverent viewer, looking at the 
bent back, back-thrust arms, and 
sagging and trembling legs, of a 
scared man on a high diving 
board. 


The capacity audience — the 
night was sold out to the College 
Club—applauded the acts and at 
the final curtain, Whether this 
was enthusiasm, or mere polite- 
ness we don't pretend to know.

The 28-year-old novelty eoneern 
executive said that on twe eegea- 
sions Stemmer visited him in his 
Fifty-sixth street apartment, al- 
though Stemmer was supposed to 
be a prisoner in Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

The twe players are witnesses 
kor the prosecution. As in the 

revious trial, Filehock testified 
hat Paris entertained him ex- 
pensively and offered him $2500 to 
throw the game “and a §1000 
bonus if the Bears won by 10 
points.”

Teachers’ Burden 
By Angelo Patri | 


EACHERS are hard pressed these days, but there ie no 

need for most of the pressure. It is driving good teachers 

out of schools faster than they can be replaced and the loss 
is the community's, the children's grievous loss, It is the re- 
sult of the present notion of going modern in the classroom 
without spending the money to allow the luxury. The teacher 
must do the work of three teachers and use one room for the 
work that should be done in three other rooms, The result is 
an exhausted, disgusted teacher and a madhouse in the class- 
room. 

This is what I mean. The order goes out: No individual 
class instruction; all lessons must be given to groups; all chil- 
dren are to be promoted at the end of the term on the basis 
of age, height and weight; all pupils must be kept actively busy. 
You try that. : 


TRY DIVIDING a x, * 30 1 more - into 
four or five groups, teach one group and watch the other four 
while they keep busy at games, coloring pictures, printing 
words, hammering a doghouse together in the back of the room. 
Just try this for a day in a primary class under the pressure 
of a superintendent who never taught a class in thig fashion, 
but who gathered these ideas from a professor who himself 
never taught such a class. ; 

The basic idea in this program is right. Children should 
be taught in small groups; they should be taught as individuals; 
they should have first-hand experiences to put life and mean- 
ing into the words they repeat, But this program means that 
each class of 35 or so needs three rooms, three teachers—the 
groups circulating in these rooms and with these teachers. 


Anybody can see why. 
But that costs money and the Board of Education, ap- 


pointed by tax-conscious politicians, are not going to supply t. 


Educators want to give school children the best there is, and 
they are only trying to do their duty. But the boards won't 
spend the money. The teachers, therefore, are the victims, 
caught between the school supervisors and boards. 


WE ARE FACED A. 8 of teachers throughout 
the country and the reasons are plain. Some of them I have 
set down here. There are others. A higher salary won't make 
a poor teacher a good one but it will make a good instructor 
feel happier and, therefore, a better teacher, Poverty helps 
nobody, inspires no one. When we pay teachers adequately, 
make their working conditions at least possible, treat them as 
though they were really intelligent about their work, stop forc- 
ing impossible classroom conditions upon them, we will get and 
hold good instructors,

A Baby's Skin 


Needs Special 
Care--Doctor

HE skin of a.child is so dif- 
ferent in appearance from that 
of the that scarcely any- 
one will be surprised to learn 
that it really is different, both in 
its makeup and its reactions to 
gb which come in contact with 


Delicate and tender as it is, it 
is more apt than the adult skin 
to become infected because of 
uncleanliness. Yet, on the other 
hand, it can stand much less of 
the rough treatment grownups use 
to promote cleanliness: Th 
mothers should be on guar 
against over-enthusiasm when it 
comes to keeping the baby or 
Small child clean, Too frequent 
bathing, the use of strong soaps, 
medicated oils or powders may 
bring about excessive dryness and 
irritation, 

If a child’s skin is so delicate 
that it is easily irritated by plain 
water. Dr. James W. Burks Jr., 
of New Orleans, suggests that the 
skin be cleansed with some oil 
preparation, such as equal parte 
of olive oil and lime water, or 
what is known as a colloidal bath 
may be employed. Such a bath is 
carried out as follows: 

x X * 

A PASTE is pared of one 
cup of cornstarch and one-fourth 
cup of baking soda and put into 
about half a tub of warm water. 
The baby bathed for 20 to 30 
minutes daily, or less often if the 
skin is dry. 

Another method is: to boil two 
cups of oatmeal in one quart of 
water for 30 to 45 minutes in a 
This is allowed to 
cool for 15 minutes, and then one- 
half cup of 9 soda is added. 
This ure is then poured into 
a ey and tied shut. A bath- 
tub is fil about one-half full at 
about 90 d to 96 degrees 
Farenheit, and the infant is al- 
lowed to remain in the tub for 30 
to 120 minutes. The oatmeal bag 
is squeezed and what comes 


through the gauze is applied to the 
skin. 


* X * 

BEFORE TAKING the child 
from the tub, the oatmeal is 
washed off with plain water and 
the skin dried by patting, not 
rubbing. Baths of this type may 
be employed when there is some 
general irritation of the skin. How- 
ever, their use may result in dry 
skin and if this does happen, the 
skin may be covered with a mix- 
ture of equal parts of olive oil and 
life water, 

Inflammation of the skin par- 
ticularly that of the buttocks may 
develop from contact with am- 
monia formed from the urea in the 
urine. This inflammation of the 

may ulte severe, In or- 
der to prevent it, it is suggested 
that the baby’s diaper be fre- 
2 Changed, and the diapers 
made of soft, clean material, 
After laundering the diapers they 
should be rinsed in a solution of 
boric acid and then allowed to dry. 
The skin may be treated with lo- 
tions, dusting powders or oll mix- 
tures which help and protect it 
against further irritation. 

If the baby develops skin rash, 
an éxamination should be carried 
out at once to determine exactly 
what type is present. Then the 
most useful form of treatment 


may be employed.

Repacking Radiator Valves 

TEAM should never be given 
8 the freedom of your house. 

This holds especially true of 
the steam that escapes around a 
steam radiator valve. It has a bad 
odor, it condenses into water leav- 
ing a wet spot on the floor under 
the radiator valve and lastly, it’s 
not helping to heat the house, 

There is no great trick to ne 

a leaky steam radiator valve, Fi 
of all, try tightening the packing 
nut under the valve handle. Use 
a monkey or stilsen wrench for 
this job. If the packing around 
the valve is only loose, tightening 
the nut will do the job. If the 
packing is too far worn it should 
be rep Remove the valve 
handle and unscrew the packing 
nut. Lift the nut 8 and wrap sev- 
eral inches of packing cord around 
the valve stem. You can get pack- 
ing cord for this type job from 
your hardware or plumbing store, 
Replace the packing nut and tight- 
en it down. If the job was done 
correctly, the nut as it is run down 
will compress the cord tightly 
around the valve stem preventing 
any steam from escaping.

ing to changing these washers. 
Just unscrew the nut and remove 
the old washer replacing it with 
a new one.
